and marvelous and ever-heroic Nick. “They 
are not at all bad books," the Republican 
says of them, “and the censure which they 
used to bear in common with all ‘dime nov­ 
els* was exaggerated and based to a great 
extent on prejudice and ignorance.”

WHAT CHINA'S WAR IS ABOUT. 
There may be some people in this coun­ 
try who would like to get some understand­ 
ing of the war in China. 
In undertaking to 
do 50, the first practical step is to eliminate 
the long Chinese names. 
These simply con­ 
fuse the American reader. 
So let us call 
General 
Chang Tso-lin 
simply 
General 
Chang and shorten General Wu Pei-fu to 
General Wu and so on down the Hat. 
There are two governments in China, due 
to the fact that the revolution which creat­ 
ed the republic was followed by a split be­ 
tween N orth and South. 
One of these gov­ 
ernment^ headed by Sun, was set up at 
Canton; the other, headed by Hsu, wfas set 
up at Peking. Neither had any real strength 
and the power soon fell into the hands of 
various military leaders in the provinces.

Chang, to dominate

ment.

“Everywhere,*'

Times, discussing the victory of Mr. Bever­ 
idge over Senator New^ in Indiana, “the re­ 
sult will be interpreted as a sign of republi­ 
can dissatisfaction and as the first heavy 
political blowf the Harding administration 
has received." 
There is no doubt about 
that, but that is not all. 
There is another 
aspect of the Beveridge victory xvhich is 
really still more gratifying.

with respect to 
the caliber of the men we select for high 
political office. 
Mr. Beveridge is a distinct improvement 
over Senator New. 
A good deal of fun has 
been poked at him, chiefly because of the 
over-exubérance which marked his youth­ 
ful days in public life and his fondness at 
that time for rhetoric, but even the displays 
of pyrotechnics in which he then used to in­ 
dulge were really symptoms of an unusual­ 
ly vigorous mind. Since his retirement from 
public life Mr. Beveridge has won the re­ 
spect of many who were formerly accus­ 
tomed to laugh at him. 
He has matured 
and sobered. 
His four-volume life of John 
Marshall has been a striking revelation of 
the stuff that is in him. 
It may turn out that Mr. Beveridge is 
still somewhat addicted to rhetoric, still 
rather impressed with 
his 
own 
personal 
pulchritude and with the massiveness of his 
own brain, and still inclined at times to er­ 
ratic divergences from the beaten paths of 
statesmanship; but it can hardly be denied 
that he stands head and shoulders above 
the common run of recruits w*ho have re­ 
cently entered the lists of public life. 
Un­ 
questionably he is far above the senatorial 
standard which 
has 
prevailed of recent 
years, and those who are 
not 
confirmed 
cynics may be warranted in interpreting his 
nomination as a sign that the popular taste 
in senators is improving and that we are 
likely to see some better men in that body 
during the next few- years. 
Of course Mr. 
Beveridge is not a senator yet and will not 
be one unless he defeats 
the 
democratic 
nominee, which we hope he will not do, but 
his nomination by the republicans serves 
well enough to point the moral which we 
here hang upon it.

**WiIl It Pay to Go to High School?” 
was the subject of the address made 
by C. A. Greene, superintendent of 
public schools to the two hundred 
and sixty-six 
graduates from the 
eighth grade In Sedalia’s schools at 
convention ball this morning. In his 
address Mr, 
Greene told 
of 
the 
many advantage* of higher educa­ 
tion. 
There are two widely known paths 
before the girls and boys on leaving 
the eighth grade he pointed out. The 
first is that of the 
vocational life, 
which means the taking of numerous 
small jobs, which keeps the boy, or 
girl, away from 
further schooling. 
*The second is that of preparation for 
more school work, which will help 
the boy or girl more in the future 
than the mere 
job. 
Mr. 
Greene 
stated that the parents should 
en­ 
courage the children to go to school 
He also said that the proposition of 
the parents sacrificing themselves to 
keep the children in school, 
was 
the main factor, because now it is the 
only chance for the boys and girls to 
get their high school education. Mr. 
Greene stated that out of the last 
year’s grade school graduates 50 stu- 
ents did not enter high schooL What 
is the heason, he queried. 
The speaker further stated that if 
you will approach one hundred men 
at the age of 25, who have graduated 
from high school and ask them their 
opinion as to whether you should go 
to high school, they will encourage 
you to 
go, whereas 
another one 
hundred men who did not graduate 
from high school, will 
express re­ 
gret for not doing so. 
The demand for a high school ed­ 
ucation is greater than ever in this 
stage of life, he asserted. 
For illus­ 
tration Mr. Greene said, “ask the 
boys who were on the western front 
during the world war?” Many of the 
boys who had good educations were 
promoted from the ranks to officers, 
he said. 
One important feature of a 4-year 
high school course is that of social po­ 
sition. It is at this time that the boy 
or girl, selects 
associates 
for life, 
making or unmaking themselves for 
the future. 
Mr. Greene also stated 
that a high school 
education 
pro­ 
motes health, which is another im­ 
portant factor of the future. 
One other important advantage of a 
high school education, which is prob­ 
ably the most vital is that from the 
dollars and 
cents 
standpoint. Sta­ 
tistics show, he declared that the boy 
or girl who quits school at the age of 
14, 
will, 
when 
they 
become 
25 
twenty-five 
years 
old 
earn 
at 
an average of $12 a week, while the 
same boy or girl after four years of 
high school work will earn $31 
a 
week. A man has about 40 years of 
active service in this life and at the 
end of 40 years the 
boy 
who quit 
school will have 
earned 
$37,000, 
while the 
boy who finished 
high 
school has earned 
$62,000. 
These 
statistics show that a high school 
education means much to the boy or 
girl in their later life from the doUar 
and cents standpoint. 
During the latter part of his ad­ 
dress Mr. Greene urged support for 
a new high school for Sedalia. 
He 
stated that it was very important 
that every voter should go to 
the 
polls next November and vote favor­ 
ably on the new high school proposi­ 
tion. 
The high school will accomo­ 
date 350 students very well, and there 
were 750 students enrolled 
in the 
school 
this yeer, 
he 
announced. 
There will be 266 students alone 
from local schools enrolled in 
high 
school next year, Mr. Green stated.

ROBBERS TRAILED

Airplanes and Motor Cars

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 19.—> 
Hiding by day and traveling by night- 
pursued by Ozark woodsmen, militia­ 
men and peace officers, three of the 
five bandits who Monday took $20,500 
from a bank messenger here hava 
been making their way north all 
week a posse on their heels.

The Bachelor’s Button 


Development of the old fashioned 
bachelor's button, Centaurea cyanus, 
also know as the corn flower, into 
full double form has made it a ver * 
popular cut flower. 
It is probably 
the very easiest annual that can be 
grown. 
In fact It is almost weedy | 
and will self-sow in great quantity if 
allowed to seed. 
T in seedlings withstand freezing 
and are ready to keep right on go­ 
ing in the spring after a hard win­ 
ter. 
It is an annual that can be 
planted at JTny season of the year. 
The full double forms are much finer 
than Die old single varieties. 
Finer in all respects but much 
more difficult to grow are the im­ 
perial sweet sultans, a close relative 
of the bachelor button, known 
as 
Centaurea 
imperialis. 
They 
are 
much larger than the bachelor but­ 
ton. 
They come in beautiful tones 
of white, rose, lavender and pale yel­ 
low. 
Their season of bloom is compara­ 
tively short and succession plantings 
are necessary to keep up a supply. 
Their long keeping quality 
makes 
them a particularly valuable 
cut 
flower. They like rich soil, full sun 
and plenty of room to develop. They 
should not be set closer 
together 
than a foot, while eighteen Inches Is 
much better. 
It is best to sow them where they 
are to grow. If they are to be trans­ 
planted they should be lifted very 
carefully with plenty of earth adher­ 
ing to the roots.

Gas Engine Works Simply

OST users of the internal com­ 
bustion engine have a good 


idea of how it works. Among 
those who have not are doubtless a 
good many who 
are repelled from a 
study of it by the idea that it is ex­ 
tremely complex. 
It

The 
Scientific American gives a very clear 
and simple explanation of tne 
work­ 
ing of the “four cycle” engine gener­ 
ally used in automobiles, from which 
the following description is condensed: 
The power furnished by such an en­ 
gine comes from expansion by explo- 
¿ sion, of a m ixture of air and gas. 
If, 
however, this m ixture be under m erely 
normal pressure; the expansion is but 
slig h t 
It is therefore 
necessary to 
compress the texture before firing, to a 
pressure several times greater than 
that of the air. 
The figures show cylinder and ex­ 
plosion or combustion cham ber to the 
left, with the piston which operates 
the 
crank 
shaft 
and 
also the two 
valves 
in 
the 
combustion cham ber 
which are operated by the cam shaft. 
The valve

left is the intake 
valve, where the explosive m ixture of 
gas and air is admitted, and the other 
valve is the exhaust 
valve,

port, which is opened at Just the prop­ 
er time. 
When the piston rises (the 
porta being closed) it compresses this 
fresh mixture, aad when at the top of 
the stroke the spark causes it to ignite 
and expand. 
Thus there is an* explo­ 
sion at the 
end of two strokes (one 
down and one up) of the piston. This 
may look like a wasteful way to use 
the mixture and it actually is, yet the 
difference is so slight that

cycle" engine is still very popular be­ 
cause of its simplicity and numerous 
other advantages. It is most used in 
a single

DAVIDSON, Ga., May 19.—Follow­ 
ing his confession that 
he robbed 
and murdered Mrs. TVilliain Kitch­ 
ens, 22 a rural mail carrier of this 
city, Charlie Atkins, 15-year-old ne­ 
gro boy, was burned at the stake at 
6 o’clock last night. 
The lynching occurred 
at the 
scene of the murder, with 2000 per­ 
sons from several counties looking 
on. 
After being tortured with a slow 
fire for fifteen minutes, acording to 
witnesses, the mob 
loosened 
the 
trace chains that held Atkins to a 
pine tree and placed his seared body 
in the middle of the main highway. 
He was conscious, crying In pain. 
The mob demanded to know if there 
were others connected with the mur­ 
der. 
Atkins, the witnesses said, named 
John Henry Tarver, another negro 
boy, -whom he said was the only oth­ 
er person connected with IL He had 
previously connected 
his 
brother 
with the case. 
Members of the mob then raised 
his body again fastening it to the 
pine tree in an upright position, re­ 
kindled the fire and then stood off, 
giving those in the crowd opportun­ 
ity to fire shots into the body. 
Undertakers 
who 
obtained the 
body following the lynching stated 
that more than 200 shots entered the 
body. 
Immediately after the lynching the 
mob set out to find Tarver. 
. The roads In this section 
were 
thronged with automobiles, more 
than 300 cars being at the scene of 
the lynching. 
Sheriff English of Washington 
County took possession 
of Gainer 
Atkins and his wife, father and step­ 
mother of the lynched negro 
boy, 
and carried them to the County Jail 
at Sandersville for safekeeping. The 
mob made no effort to harm these ne 
groes, however.

Growing celery for family use by the 
bed method cannot be excelled for at­ 
taining crispness and 
delicacy of 
flavor, according to horticulturists of 
the Ohio experiment station after test­ 
ing the various schemes of intensive 
garden culture of this crop. 
Accord­ 
ing to their plan celery may be nb. 
tained In the small garden from No­ 
vember till midwinter. For this crop 
a level bed four feet wide and as long 
as desired Is selected. A ditch is dug 
six Inches deep, full width of the 
bed, smoothed on the bottom, covered 
with three Inches of stable manure 
and then with three inches of the best 
soil saved for the purpose. 
Soaking 
the ground causes it to settle. If de­ 
sired, radishes, lettuce or any early 
crop* may be grown before planting 
celery.
